Government and Private 
Operation in Canada 
42 Analysis of Results Obtained On 
The Two Large Railway Systems 


In That Country, Under’ 
State and Company 
Control. \ 


By J. L. PAYNE 


(Formerly Controller of Statistics, 
Department of Railways and Canals, 
of Canada.) 


(From Railway Age, Chicago.) 

Since the special announcement of 
the deficit of $70,000,000, the Canadian 
National Railways for the fiscal year 
1920, there has naturally been a great 
deal of speculation*and enquiry as 
to the underlying causes. That-de- 
ficit was, of course, much larger than 
It omitted a 
very Jarge volume of fixed charges. 
The only excuse for this omission 
was that some of these charges on the 
basis of ¢tandard accounting are not 
definitely known. They are readily 
ascertainable, but they have not been 
made up. That was the loose way in 
which ‘state railway’ accounting was 
begun more than half a century ago, 
and it has never been thought 
worth while to make'a change. There 
was no demand for the information 
an;gyay. Absolute indifference pre- 
vailed with respect to the whole mat: 
ter. — 

A reversal of public sentiment has 
taken place withjn the past. three 
months. The craving for authentic 
data is general and insistent, Think- 
ing men all over the country are ex- 
pressing deep concern in the volume 
of actual loss and the causes which 
have brought it about. Since the 
facts with regard to the deficit were 
presented in recent issues of Railway 
Age, there is no intention of repeat- 
ing them now. It will be sufficient to 
bear in mind that the fixed charges 
attaching to $2,300,000,000 of capital 
liability, added to the operating short- 
age, will probably produce a deficit of 
not less than $140,000,000 for the cur- 
rent year. It need not be said that, 
inasmuch as this loss falls:-wholly on 
the Dominion treasury, it is a serious 
matter to a country like Canada, with 
a population of 9,000,000 and a gross 
revenue of less than $500,000,000. 

Judgment By Comparison. 

If a glance is taken of the map of 
Canada, it will be seen that three lines 
of railway run closely parallel to each 
other from Winnipeg to the Pacific 
Coast. One of these is the Canadian 
Pacific, the other two form parts of 
As 
units, the latter are the Canadian 
Northern and the Grand Trunk Paci- 
fic. The eye is scarcely able to follow 
the parrallel through Ontario, Que- 
bec, and the eastern provinces, but it 
nevertheless exists. That will be ob- 
vious when a statement. of operating 
mileage by provinces is brought un- 
der the eye. The facts from west to 
east are as follows:

the two explanations are| startling discoveries as 


in the various provinces. They tap 
in about the same measure the great 
wheat growing areas of the west, and 
mect on.an équal footing on the in- 
dustrial centres of Ontario and Que- 
bet. They run through the Mari- 
time Provinces practically side by 
side. Therefore, it would be difficult 
to find any good ground for objection 
to the comparisons which will be 
made. Yet these two ‘systems: had 
operating results far apart in 1919, 
The Canadian Pacific has a net cor- 
porate ineOme of $36,977,263, and the 
Canadian National units had a deficit 
of $40,650,222, This deficit, in accord- 
ance with the reprehensible practice 
of many years, left out of the reck- 
oning an immense amount of fixed 
charges. «i 

The object immediately in view is 
to look carefully at the-various as- 
pects of operating results and to see if 
any reasons for this adverse showing 
by the Canadian National group can 
be identified, If, for example it were 
proposed to subject the system to 
searching examination, what °* tests 
would be applied by a skilled railway 
accountant, or a train railway oper- 
ator, to locate the weak spots? Either 
of these investigators would certainly 
probe beneath the surface in a per- 
fectly proper effort to ascertain why 
in the case of two great railways, 
operating side by side, one should be 
strong and pfosperous and the other 
weak and insolvent. Having located 
the trouble centres, he would next 
seck to know whether or not the ad- 
verse results arising therefrom might 
have been modified if not wholly pre- 
vented. 

Where the Losses Came In. 

The four units of the Canadian Na- 
tional here under view, and the Cana- 
dian Pacific, had the following operat- 
ing results in 1919;

Certain points of dissimilarity will 
here be observed in contrast with other 
points of great similarity. The ton- 
nage of freight was almost identical; 
yet gross. earnings and earnings per 
mile of line, as well as per train mile, 
were far apart. In this relatiag three 
facts should be candidly stated be- 
cause they are advantageous to the 
Canadian Pacific. First, the Cana- 
dian Pacific had average ton mile re- 
ceipts of .963 as compared with .892 
by the Canadian National. This was 
due to the higher proportion >of first 
class freight. Second, the Canadian 
Pacific had a larger average haul; and 


third, the Canadian Pacific had a 
higher traffic density. 
With these more or less basic facts 


in mind, it is now important ‘to apply 
analytical methods to some of the de- 
tails which spring tharefrom. In the 
operating ratio we have at once a 
strong clue to the field in which weak- 
ness or faulty administration is likely 
to be found, and let it be said at once, 
we shall be rewarded by several rather 
we proceed.

In the former year the 
Canadian Northern and the Grand 
Trunk’ Pacific representing the great 
western section of the Canadian Na- 
tional, were in corporate hands. In 
the latter they had been for a full year 
and more under government control. 
That fact at once suggests the pertin- 
ent question as to what were the gen- 
eral results of the change. Were bet- 
terments brought about? Was ad- 
ministration strengthened or weak- 
enced? Let the facts give the an- 
swers. 
Excessive Transportation” Expenses. 
Since all the operations of railway 
find their focus in the running of 
trains; the cost of transportation be- 
comes fundamental. In this instance 
we shall be just to the Canadian Na- 
tional units in comparing them with 
the Canadian Pacific. We must first, 
however, find a satisfactory gage. 
For that purpose ton miles and pass-

enger miles are combined, and taken 
as a standard which will not be ques- 
tioned. Ton and passenger miles rep- 
resent not only the full service of rail- 
ways, but the lowest unit of measure- 
ment obtainable, They place the 
roads in comparison on an absolute- 
ly common footing. The cost of 
transportation per mile will get us at 
once to the very core of operating 
conditions and, by comparison with a 
strong road, tell us whether or not 
there is weakness in that vital centre. 
Here are the facts as to transporta- 
tion expenses, or ton and passenger 
mile

The average for the four in 1917 was 
.355 as against .288 for the Canadian 
Pacific. In 1919 the average was .626 
for the Canadian National and .503 
for the Canadian Pacific. 

The difference between transporta- 
tion cost per ton and passenger mile 
on the Intercolonial and Canadian 
Pacific is very striking. In the case 
of the Canadian Northern, which is 
responsible for 52 per cent. of the 
freight tonnage and 60 per cent. of 
gross carnings, there was a distinct 
worsening of operating conditions. 
From being 11.5 per cent. higher than 
the Canadian Pacific in 1917 the cost 
rose to 26 per cent. higher in 1919. 

We get a little nearer to our final 
answer when our inquiry discloses the 
fact that while these four units of the 
Canadian National increased gross 
earnings in 1919 over 1917 by 24.6 per 
cent., the Canadian Pacific scored a 
betterment of but 10.9 per cent. dur- 
ing the same period. Thus the goy- 
ernment system had a distinct advant- 
age in respect of Income. The trouble 
was not in that field. While, how- 
ever, the Canadian Pacific was adding 
to oper:ating expenses by 34 per cent. 
the Canadian National was swelling 
outgo by 69.7 per cent. The result 
in dollars and cents was that a net 
operating surplus _of $13,510,116 in 
1917 was turned into an operating de- 
ficit of $10,858,926 in 1919. The Can- 
adiaf Pacific, on the other hand, came 
out with net operating earnings of 
$32,429,475. © 

Extending the analysis by measur- 
ing both earnings and operating ex- 
penses by combined ton and passen- 
ger miles, it is found that while the 
Canadian National increased gross 
earnings from  .831 in 1917 to 1.112 
cents in 1919 the Canadian Pacific ad- 
vanced from .897 to 1.282. This was 
equal to a gain of 35.0 per cent. in one 
case and 42.9 in the other. With. re- 
spect to operating expenses>however, 
the government group rose from .681 
to 1.252, while the Canadian Pacific 
went up from .591 to 1.027, The dif- 
ference in one instance was 83.9 per 
cent. and on the other 73.8. Putting 
it in another and- suggestive 
while the difference between the two 
systems was 15.2 per cent. in 1917, ad- 
verse to the Canadian National in 
1919, it was 21.9. That difference 
tells us plainly how much better the 
Canadian Pacific was able-to meet the 
rising tide of operating cost than was 
the management of the government 
system. r 

Trainload and Carload Tests. _ 

A very strong sidelight is thrown 
on the operating results as expressed 
in terms of dollars and cents, and we 
begin to catch a clear glimpse of 
weakness in fundaméntals, when we 
look into the trainload and carload 
situation on the Canadian National as 
contrasted with that On the Canadian 
Pacific.. The fact will spare me from 
any comment whatever. 

In carload the Canadian National is 
open to serious’ criticism. It was 
only one ton below the average of the 
Canadian Pacific in 1917 and it pick- 
ed that up in 1919. That is the single 
sign of betterment in operating con-

performance in 1919 than in 1917.

“This result was 38.5 per cent. below 
the average trainload of the Canadian 
Pacific in 1917 and 41.1 per cent. in 
1919. It might be assumed that the 
striking difference was due to unfav- 
orable grades on the government 
roads, but it -would be a mistake. The 
Canadian Pacific is at a marked disad- 
vantage in that regard. It has al- 
ways been the boast of the Canadian 
Northern that its .4 per cent. controll- 
ing grade was the best of any road of 
similar length in North America; yet 
the Canadian Northern had an aver- 
age trainload of 388.4 tons in 1917 and 
fell to 337.9 in 1919. That must be 
compared with 529.8 and 522.1 on the 
Canadian Pacific, ° 

The lighter trainload of the Cana- 
dian National is due to fewer cars 
hauled. In 1917 the number was 17.2, 
but in 1919 this had decreased to 15.6 
On the other hand, the Canadittn Paci- 
fic had an average of 22.6 in 1917 and 
22.2 in 1919, 


Wages and Employees Compared. 

It was during the year ended June 
30, 1919, that the McAdoo award be- 
gan to make. its pernicious influence 
felt amiong the railways of North 
America, and it would seem to be per- 
fectly fair to compare the way in 
which this difficulty was met by the 
Canadian National and the Canadian 
Pacific. “Two tests have been applied, 
and the results are rather significant. 
The first deals with the volume . of 
wages per,ton and passenger mile 
combined. The showing is as follows:

These figures must be confrasted 
with averages of .344 and .625 by the 
Canddian. Pacific. Incidentally, this 
test reveals the extent to which the 
swollen payroll effected operating cost 
of all railways in Canada up to 1919, 
But’ while the Canadian Pacific was 
able to keep the increase down to 78.8 
per cent, the Canadian National, deal- 
ing with precisely_the same conditions 
as to scale and classification, had an 
addition of 94.7 per cent. 

The second test related to the com- 
bined tons and. passenger miles per 
employee. As to number of em- 
ployees, the Canadian Pacific, between 
917-and 1919, met a decline of 218 
per cent. in ton and’ passenger miles 
by cutting down the operating staff by 
2.1 per cent. The Canadian National, 
o the other had, had a drop of 9.1 per 
cent. in the same mileage yet added 
to the number of employees by 218 
on the other hand, hada drop of 9.1 per 
and passenger miles by employees, 
was the following performances:

The Canadian Pacific had, per’ em- 
ployee, an average of 261,713 ton pas- 
senger miles in 1917 and 208,331 in 
1919. The decrease in the case of the 
government roads’ was equal to 24.8 
per cent. in the case of the Canadian’ 
Pacific 20.3. The contrast by em- 
ployees is obvious. The broad ques- 
‘tion of opérating policy, as well as the 
further consideration of morale, are 
involved to repeat the tests. 

It should not be necessary to repeat 
at the standard of the appraisal 
here employed is absolutely just, Ton 
and passenger miles express quite 
directly the service which each rail- 
way is called upon to give, and it is 
therefore fair to measure both finan- 
cial and operating results by that com+ 
prehensive gage. We have seen how 
the two systems here contrasted stand 
up under the analysis made, and while 
many other deductions are plainly 
and pertinently suggested I have no 
disposition to deal with them. My 
purpose has been to present the facts 
and allow them to tell their own story

The Results In 1920. 


The facts for the fiscal year 1920 
cannot be presented in comparative 
First, 
the essential factor of loaded car 
mileage is latking; second, the year 
to which the figures recently \present- 
ed to parliament relate ended Decem- 
ber 31st instead of June 30. Some 


general comparisons, however, can be 


made, subject to the qualifications as 
to the difference in years. 


The operating ratio in 1920 to 124.01 
and the operating deficit to $36,842,- 
970. This should be compared with 
a ratio of 81.39 by the Canadian Paci- 
fic and a net operating revenue of $33,- 
153,045. yes 

Operating expenses per ton and 
passenger mile combined were equal 
to 1.567 cents on the Canadian Na- 
tional and 1.179 on the Canadian Paci- 
fic. Without making allowance for 
the difference in the years, it may be 
eaid that these results showed a 
worsening by 25.1 per cent. over 1919 
on the government system, as com- 
pared with an inérease of 148 per 
cent. on the corporate road. An im- 
portant, but quite unavoidable qualifi- 
succeeding re- 
sults is that they do not induce fig- 
ures from the Grand Trunk Pacific. 
Data as to mileage for that road are 
lacking, which prevents their being 
brought in. The effect would, how- 
ever, quite definitely be to aggravate 
the situation as disclosed by the other 
units, for the Grand Trunk Pacific in 
1920 made much the worst showing 
in its histdry. j 

Measuring transportation expenses 
by ton and passenger miles in 1920 
the result gives .774 per cent for the 
Canadian National and .556 for the 
Canadian Pacific. In this particular 
test the showing of the government 
roads was worse by 23.6 per cent. in 
1920~over 1919, as compared with an 
increase of 10.5 per cent. by the Cana- 
dian Pacific, 

In short, if a full and accurate com- 
parison could be made as - between 
operating results on the Canadian 
National lines in 1917 and in 1920 it 
would unquestionably show not only

But it was not only on Harris's 
homestead that development was tak- 
ing place. As McCrae had predict- 
ed, there was a considerable move- 
ment of settlers into the district, and 
at several points their tents or rude 
houses now broke the vast sweep of 
the horizon. Tom Morrison had 
found land to the satisfaction of his 
heart within three miles of the Har- 
ris homestead, and his big log-house, 
eighteen by twenty-four, assumed the 
proportions of a castle by comparison 
with the smatler homes springing up 
around. Some miles to the east Dick 
Matheson, straight from the lumber 
camps of the Madawaski, had pitched 
his tent, and a few miles farther on 
was his friend of the shanties, John 
Burton. To the west were the 
Grants, and to the north Hiram Riles 
and his wife, Eliza, “A mixed com- 
munity they’ were, drawn from many 
corners, and all of them more or-less 
under the*heel of poverty; but they 
were filled with enthusiasm, with: re- 
sourcefulness, and an indomitable de- 
termination to face and overcome all 
obstacles. A missionary had in some 
way spied out the field, and_ held 
monthly Sunday services at Morri- 
son’s house; afid Dr. Blain, when not 
in one of his unfortunate debauches, 
had his headquarters at the new town 
of . Plainville, which consisted of 
Sempter’s general store and a “stop- 
ping-place,” and which had sprung up 
near the junction of two streams in 
anticipation of the ‘railway. 

None of these pioneers was possess- 
ed of a complete farming equipment, 
but each had ‘something which his 
neighbor lacked, and they made.com- 
mon cause tokether in their struggle 
with Nature. Thds Harris had no 
mower, but when haying season came 
he was able to borrow Morrison’s, at 
the same time lending his plough to 
Riles, who simultaneously accomnio- 
dated Morrison with his hayrack. 
Among the women exchanging be- 
came something of an exact science. 
Mrs. Grant was the proud possessor 
of a very modern labour-saver in the 
shape of a clothes-wringer, as a con- 
sequence of which wash-day was ro- 
tated throughout the community, and 
it was well known that Mrs. Riles and 
Mrs. Harris had to do their churning 
alternately. But it was Mrs. Morri- 
son’s sewing-machine that was the 

teat boon to the community, and to 
t, perhaps, as much as the open 
hearted hospitality of honest Tom 
and his wife, was due the fact that 
their house became the social centre 
of the district. 


Nor was the settlement deprived of 
its share of sport and amusement, 
On one of his periodical visits‘ McCrae 
donated a baseball, and Harris quickly 
shaped a bat from the trunk of a stout 
willow found by the river-bed. 
They had all outdoors to play in, and 
it was a simple matter to mow the 
grass from a stretch of level prairie 
and turn over the sod at points to 
mark the bases. Unfortunately, 
there were not enough men in the 
community to make two baseball 
teams, but a species of game was de- 
vised in which the players batted in 
turn, and when not batting or base- 
running were always on the “out” 
side. Harris developed considerable 
ability as a pitcher, throwing the pow- 
.erful straight ball which in those days 
was a greater menace to the bare 
hands of the catcher than to the hat- 
ter at the plate. On the occasion of 
his monthly visits the missionary, who 
was an ardent ball-player, generally 
contrived to reach Morrison’s by Sat- 
urday afternoon, and so was able to 
take part in the Saturday night game. 
And although he never took advant- 
age of his association with the young 
men to “preach” to them, except on 
Sundays, ‘a sense of comradeship 
sprang up, and a standard of sport 
, was established which bore fruit in 
the community many years later. 
And so the Rest summer, wore away 
and the first harvest was at hand. Any 


disappointment which had been’ occa:| ¢ 


sioned by backward conditions earlier 
in the season was effaced by the won- 
derful crop which now crowned the 
efforts of the pioneers. On their fin- 
est Eastern farms they had seen 
nothing to equal the great stand of 
wheat and oats which now enveloped 
them, neck-high, whenever they invad- 
edit. The great probleih before the 
settlers was theharvesting of this 
crop. It was a mighty task to at- 
tempt with their scythes, but there 
was no. self-binder, or even reaper, 
within many- miles,

self-binder from the United States. It 
was a cumbrous, wWooden-frame con- 
trivance, guiltless of the roller bear- 
ings, floating aprons, open elevators 
and sheaf carriers of a later day, but 
it served the purpose, and- with its 
aid the harvest of the little settlement 
was safely placed in sheaf. The 
farmers then stacked their grain in 
the fields, taking care to plough dotible 
fire-guards,- with a burnt space be- 
tween, as a precaution against the ter- 


rifying fires which broke over the 
Prairie as soon as the September 
frosts had dried the grass. A com- 


munity some twenty miles to the east- 
ward boasted a threshing mill, and ar- 
rangements were made for its use af- 
ter it had discharged the duties of its 
own locality. The machine was driv- 
en by horse-power, and in the dawn of 
the crisp November mornings the 
crescendo of its metallic groan could 
be heard for miles across the brown 
prairie. It, too, with its hand-feecd, 
its open straw-carriers, its low-down 
delivery, which necessitated digging a 
hole in the frozen earth to accommo- 
date the bags, and its possible capac- 
ity of six hundred bushels a day, bears 
mean comparison with its modern 
successor; but it threshed grain at a 
lower cost per bushel, and threw less 
into the straw than has ever been ac- 
complished by the mighty steam and 
gasoline inventions which have dis- 
placed. it. 

When Harris’s threshing was done 
he found he had six hundred bushels 
of wheat and seven hundred bushels 
of oats in cone-shaped piles on his 
fields. The roads were fine and hard, 
and no snow had yet fallen, so he de- 
termined to begin at once with the 
marketing of. his wheat. His last 
cent had been spent months before; 
indeed, it had. been only through the 
courtesy of the storekeeper at Plain- 
ville, who was also postmaster, and 
who had stretched the law to the 
point of accepting hen eggs as legal 
tender in exchange fon postage 
stamps, that Mary Harris had been 
able to keep up the brave, optimistic 
series of letters written “home.” So 
Harris decided that he would at once 
market some of his wheat. Most of 
the oats would be needed for his 
horses and for secd,-and what remain- 
ed would command good prices from 
new settlers the following spring, but 
some of the wheat must be turned 
into money at once.

London.—-Herbert Smith, acting 
President of the Miner's Federation, 
said some frank things at the annual 
meeting of the federation at Llan- 
dudne, concerning the blunders made 
in the recent coal strike.

It was a wrong policy for 
the districts not to have concen- 
trated on the wage question upon 
which théy had public support. It 
was a wrong decision to fight the 
pool issue. The withdrawal of

other mistake and the consequences 
are now seen in the breakdowr of 
many mines.”

Among the reasons and advantages 
of sowing fall rye, the report includes} 
the following:—Fall rye is more re- 
sistent to drought and cutworms, and} 
gives, a greater security. to 
the grower than any other spring- 
Fall rye, in addition, to 
its value as a grain crop, has a dis- 
tinct value for pasture and hay. Fall 
rye ripens three weeks earlier than 
wheat, thus ‘escaping the hot winds 
prevalent in the latter half of July. 
Fall rye growing distributes the work 
of the farm over a greater part of the 
year, and it assists in preventing soil 
drying. It has been readily market- 
able through the usual channels for 
marketing grain. It has a high feed- 
ing value in hog production and un- 
der present conditions can be advan- 
tagcously marketed through this class 
of livestock. 

The report continues that it was 
agreed that since the seed of any 
special variety may not be available 
in sufficient quantities to seed the 
entire area, it would be desirable to 
encourage the sowing of ordinary rye. 
Evidence was submitted showing the 
superior yielding qualities of Posen 
rye and North Dakota 959, The com- 
mittee recommends and urges all 
those who are in a position to pur- 
chase these varieties to do so secur- 
ing their requirements carly, 

On the subject of soil preparation 
the committee recognizes that much 
grain is sown in poorly prepared 
ground, and an unnecessary gamble 
is taken by those producers who fail 
to cultivate properly. The committee 
further realizes that those who ex- 
tend credits for seed will be the ones 
to determine to whom such credits 
will be given, but it suggests the inad- 
visability of advancing additional 
credit to those whose land has not 
been properly cultivated. 

The committee also urges carly 
seeding, but realizes that moisture 
conditions in the soil must neces- 
sarily determine how late seeding 
can be done.\ In general, the most! 
desirable dates are between Aug. 15 
and Sept. 10, but if moisture condi- 
tions warrant, seeding may be carried 
on up to Sept. 20. In some cases 
crops have been successful when sown 
later, but this is not recommended, 
Where itis particularly desired to 
prevent soil drifting, late July or 
early August seeding is advisable. 
The rate of seeding suggested is 
three pecks per acre.

These three dry years show 50 per

300,000,000 bushels, barely 41,293,000 
bushels, and rye 9,106,000 bushels. 

By provinces, the yiclds are: Mani- 
toba, 39,870,000 bushels of wheat, 58,-

2,700,000 of rye. Saskatchewan (in 
bushels), wheat 155,445,000, oats 158,- 
122,000, barley 12,420,000, rye 2,847,000.
